-ator for this area, and I accepted, knowing full well the enormous and important 
task that. confronted. me. I expect to’ give this job all.the time and attention that 
‘I possibly:can; I hope to discharge the duties inéident to it in’a manner that 
will: justify the faith placed in me by my fellow thams!, and ‘to show the’ tham' 
game: to the lay public from a different facet than:that in which the ham is usually 
referred to as that tradio nut! 


To: aricompiial. anything /alt along these. lines without the earnest cooperation of 
every: licensed amateur in the area would be virtually: impossible. With your’helg, 
it will be.a task that can and must be done, and a job that will be sheer pleasure. 
Therefore, I-ask that every. licensed amateur register with the AEC, whether he is 
a member of the League or not. I hope that every ham will give as much of his - 
operating ability. “his time and his equipment as he possibly cane 


We. ave'all aware of the fact that we must justify our use’ of the ‘ham bands in’ ekdor 
to continue to enjoy the privileges of our hobby. There are numerous representa 
tions made on our behalf by the ARRL,-but the one thing that carries the most 
weight.is that the amateur #raternity.as a whole has a record of emergency -communi~ 
cationthat has never been even closely approached, to ‘say eat of being 
equadled..Hams -have-had.quite -a-little.-competition-in deveippment.work-of-late, - 
and..the varlousother services have contributed a great déal to radio. - But the 
record of hams in: being. there with the goods and able, ready and willing to. take 
the geff-is a-mark that is well worth shooting at. 


‘The. reason for this is organized«preparedness. Every ham knew his place and job 
before: the emergency presented itself... Every incident in the fulfillment of a 
ham's duty in emergency. communication was but'a realistic repetition of drill, 
and practise preparation. That's the secret of the clock-like precision with 
which Ment work in times of stress.
